The Note to Austricu 


Publication of the official text of the American note to Austria- 
Hungary rgearding the submarine attack on the Italian liner, Ancona, 
in which American lives were lost, disclosed the face that Secretary 
Lansing made use of more emphatic terms than any which have been 
employed in American representations to belligerents heretofore. 
The shelling of the steamship is denounced as inhumane, barbarous 
and a wanton slaughter of helpless men, women and children, and 
demand is made for prompt disavowal of the act, punishment of the 
submarine commander and reparation by the payment of indemnity 
for the killing and injury of innocent American citizens. 


But if Secretary Lansing's note seems severe in terms, it shoiild 
be recalled that the provocation was of unusual character. War- 
fare recognizes the capture and sinking of merchantmen of a foe as 
legitimate, and in a sense those who board the craft of a country at 
war voluntarily assume a personal risk. There could have scarcely 
been ground for complaint had the Ancona's passengers and crew been 
provided with means of escape or permitted to use those at hand be- 
fore the liner was sent down. But some two or three hundred per- 
ished, among them several Americans. The case is perculiarly ag- 
gravated by the fact that the Ancona was leaving and not entering 
an Italian port. It could not have been suspected of transporting 
either men, munitions or supplies in aid of its country with which 
Austria-Hungary is at war. It was carrying men, women and chil- 
dren away from the scene of conflict. , 


Despite the acuteness of the situation, it is hardly to be imagined 
that Austria will fail to disavow the act of her officer. The delay in 
response to earlier American inquiries, it is quite possible, is due to 
the announced failure of Vienna to secure from its commander a sat- 
isfactory report on the affair. Austria will scarcely choose to bear 
beiere the world the onus of a stand of refusing to disavow. 


«mSQUOTED" 


(Chicago Tribune). 


People -whose utterances are reported 
in the newspapers complain daily that 
tl>ey are 
misquoted, 
misrepresented; 
that their words are distorted into sen- 
sationalism. The charge is so commonly 
heard that readers disbelieve whatever 
tliey think cannot be true. 


Of course, newspapers make mistakes. 
Exigencies of time and space make them 
unavoidable. 
Inexpert 
reporters occa- 
sionally get things hopelessly snarled. 


-But the chief cause of misrepresenta- 
tion in newspapers is the inability of the 
person interviewed to say 
what 
he 
h:ean8. One of the most difficult things 
a reporter has to deal with is precisely 
tl/is inarticulateness of almost every per- 
son. People misrepresent themselves, in 
the heat of excitement perhaps, and say 
things tliey do not mean. For most of 
the statements made to newspaper men 
are begot of some crisis or other. People 
talk not only bad 
grammar but bad 
sense. But in the cold light of the break- 
fast table they are not emotional. They 
do not remember saying such things; 
tliey nfever said such things; they have 
been misquoted. 


Every newspaper ofRce is acquainted 
viith persons who are misquoted every 
time tliey open their mouths—or they 
say so. Tf a stenographer

Men who are constantly in the neAvs- 
papers usually learn how to be inter- 
viewed. 
These men arc almost never 
"misquoted," because they watch each 
word as it is uttered.

Jeweler Makes Device for Protection of 
Ships in Mined Waters. 


Evansville. Ind., Dec. 13.—After seven 
years of study and labor, Soloman Leibo- 
witz, a manufacturing jeweler of this 
city, has, he says, perfected a device for 
the protection of ships from the ter- 
rors 
of 
mines, 
which 
he 
ox- i 
pects to forward to Washington in a , 
few days for inspection by officials of; 
the navy department. Leibowitz, at the 
request of the federal authorities, is; 
reticent on the subject of his invention, 
hut he intimates that it is a magnetic 
device. The device, which he believes is 
a positive protection against* submarine 1 
mines, is not more than six inches square ' 
and about as thick. It is to be attached 
to the prows of ships. One safety ap- 
paratus is sufficient for each vessel. The 
only invention heretofore tested, Leibo- 
witz says, is a torpedo device which pre- 
cedes the vessel, and is controlled by 
wirleless. 
When the device passes 
a 
submerged mine it dives, drawn by the 
magnetism of the mine, which usually 
is planted fifteen feet beneath ^he sur- 
face. Leibowitz predicts his new device 
will eliminate all hazards and uncer- 
tainty in passing through mined waters.

These are tlie statistics brouglit back 
from warring Emope by Kev. Samuel 
Cranston ]}enson, ^Presbyterian preacher, 
who resigned a p'ulpit in Pennsylvania 
to go to the front as an attache of the 
American Red Cross. 


Rev. Benson is a broken man. 
His 
nerves are sliattered by the sights he has 
seen. 
No less than 400 men have died 
in his arms or at his side during his ser- 
vice in Europe. 


"France and Germany were sending 15 
and 16 year old boys and 60 and 70 
year old men into the trenches when I 
left," he said. 


"I saw 
comparatively 
few 
English- 
n«en on the firing line. 
Great Britain so 
far has suffered little from the war in 
point of life and limb, and the people of 
Ireland are spending their blood reck- 
lessly for the mother coimtry. 


"r believe the war will last four years 
Ic-nger at 
least. 
The boy armies of 
France a'nd Germany will, fight out the 
war in the future, for the old men who 
are being mustered in are dying off like 
fUe.s under the Hardships they arc forced 
i^o endm-e.'' 


New York, Dec. 13.—^How does it feel 
to be killed in battle? Psychic investiga- 
tors say the passing on is not usually 
unpleasant. 
There is a wonderful anal- 
ysis between the process of being fatally 
"gassed," shot or bayoneted, and going 
to sleep. 


Two daring and vivid pictures of the 
soldier's life after death have just been 
given by Here ward Carrington, of the 
Society for Psychical Research who have 
a number of experiments a few years 
ago in New York in the sensational Eu- 
sapia Palladino seances. 
Hiese extra- 
ordinarily "spooky" stories, telling ex- 
actly, what occurs in the spirit world 
over the battlefiields of Europe, were re- 
vealed by clairvoyant vision and "higher 
sense," one in London and the other in 
New York. i ' 


The first comes f^om Robert King, the 
famous English seer, who was associated 
with the late W. T. Stead, one of the 
Titanic victims. 
This is King's 
story: 


"I know a boy Avho was killed at the 
great battle of Neuve Chapelle. 
He has 
since described his experiences to me, 


"^Vl^en he fell he had been filled with 
a kind of insane fury to get. through the^ 
obstacles of battle. 
Suddenly he felt a 
sharp twinge, but nothing more, and he 
continued, as he thought, on his mad 
rush, still bayoneting the enemy, when 
suddenly he heard someone say, 'Stop, it 
is 
finished.' 


"Then everything seemed to fall awaj', 
and he found standing before him a rel- 
ative who had passed on some years be- 
fore. 
He looked at this relative in as- 
tonishment and said, '^V^ly 
I 
thought 
YOU were dead,' 
"His relative smiled and said: 
"'Yes, it is quite true, and so are 
you.' 


"The roung 
soldier, in telling 
the 
story of his death, said, 'I felt inclined 
to laugh, for I was there, full of energy 
and vitalitj',' 


"His relative told him he had been 
slioi and had left his body behind, but 
ho replied, 'WHiy, I have only left 
the 
trenches five minutes.' 


"But the other said, 'That is seven 
days ago.' 


"He had some difficulty in realizing he 
v.as dead, but his relative took him to 
see his mother. 
He could only dimly 
see her, as she was enveloped in a gray 
mist, caused by her grief at his death. 
He tried to tell her he was there, but 
the gray mist kept him away, 


"Tlie sacrificial act is like a cleansing 
fire, and when^ the heroes who die for 
their country's sake wake up on the oth- 
er side, they 
find 
themselves 
united 
afjain to tliose they love who have pass- 
ed over before them." 


A celebrated New York 
clairvoyant 
told Carrington: 


"Several soldiers who have returned to 
me from the spirit world have related 
that they did not feel anything like 
pain—being only disposed to sleep^ pro- 
foundly, regardless of the place. 


"The soul becomes the vehicle or body 
of the spirit after death. 
Sometimes it 
takes days to complete the process. This 
if, particularly true of those whoso bod- 
ies have been badly shattered before 
d< ath— as, for instance, those who have 
been killed by the explosion of bombs or 
who have fallen from the clouds 
in 
\s recked aeroplanes.

"I have seen many of these, and have 
watched the gradual process of recon- 
struction of the spiritual body on the 
other side, preparatory to the passage 
into it of the inner, .uonscious self,"

Ottawa, Canada, Dec. 13.—An inter- 
esting official account of how Horses fare 
in war is contained in a report received 
here from the chief remount oflRcer, with 
tlie Canadian troops in France. 
There 
are approximately 
15,000 horses with 
the Canadian army corps in France, and 
the report finds out that even in mod- 
ern warfare each infantry division 
of 
21j000 men requires 6,200 horses. 
Con- 
tinuing, the report reads: 


"The horses of a division are taken 
care of by twelve veterinary officers and 
one mobile veterinary section of twenty- 
seven men, which attends to the horses 
in the firing line. 


"There ia one Canadian field hospital 
in lYance 
composed of three hundred 
and eighty-seven men and six officers. It 
has a capacity of one thousand cases, 
and the work 
which is done there is 
really remarkable. Horses, which in pre- 
vious w^ars and in civilian life. Would 
be destroyed at once, are treated so 
successfully that in due course they be- 
come fit for military duty in the firing 
line. 
It is interesting to note that of 
six hundred and seven horses sent in on 
one occasion, only twelve died. 
Five 
liundred and ninety-five eventfully be-

plj- of horses diminished at the firing 
line. As casualties occurred among bat- 
tery, and transport 
hoi-ses, 
reinforce- 
ments were rushed through the storin 
of bursting shells to take their places, 
Although our guns were within 
three 
himdred yards of the enemy, there never 
was a Avagon or a gun lost, in what is 
known as one of the fiercest engage- 
ments that has taken place 
in 
this 
war. 


"Horse's wounds 
heal more rapidly 
than a man's. Cases of horses with ten 
bullets in them have been known to re- 
port complete recovery within a very 
few weeks. In fact, some wounded horses 
have been back in the firing line within 
n week. 
If a horse cannot walk, how- 
ever, he is usually considered a hopeless 
ease, and must 
be 
destroyed. 
These 
horses and those which are killed out- 
right, are thrown to one side, during an 
engagement and buried after."

Batting averages of the National and 
American leagues just issued show the 
"chop hitter" has the edge on the "free 
l-.itter" in meeting the ball, which is the 
big idea in batting. 


The "chop hitter" grips his bat far up 
on the handle and pokes the ball. 
The 
"free hitters" grips at the end and slashes 
away. 


The most pronounced 
"chop 
hitters' 
are Buck Herzog, of the Reds; Miller 
Huggins, of the Cardinals, and Johnny 
Evers, of the Braves. 
The 
most 
pro- 
nounced "free swingers" are Gavvy Cra- 
\ath, of the Phils; Duffy Lewis, Boston 
Red Sox, and Heinle Zimmerman, Cub. 


Herzog struck out only 21 times in 155 
games this year, a remarkable 
record. 
Cravath fanned 77 times in 150 games. 
Lewis breezed 63 times In 154 games, 
Evers 16 timer In 83 games. 


The dope does not work In the cases of 
Huggins and Zimmerman, because their 
cases are difterent. Huggins fanned 68 
times. Zim 33 
Huggins works to get on 
liases without hitting. 
Many times while 
waiting for a pass he did not miss the 
ball, but was out on called strikes when 
his judgment differed with that of the 
'bmplre. 


Zim hits at so many bad balls and is so 
n:uch of a freak hitter no rule will hoia 
ir his case. 


"Chop" hitters will not always 
make 
liigher averages than "free hitters," but 
may be more valuable to their teams. 
The batter who can meet the ball is more 
valuable at the plate than the batter who 
misses when runners need to be protected, 
when the hit and run play is on, or when 


almost any sort of play will let a runner 
in from third. 


More time is spent 
teaching 
young 
players to meet the ball than to crack it 
into safe territory for, after all, this thing 
of one batter getting the ball safe more 
times than a player who meets the pill 
more often and just as sqUarely is some- 
thing that can hardly be explained.

This is Significance of 
Wilson's Pan-Ameri- 
can Suggestion. 


By Gilson Gardner 


Washington, Dec. 13.—A political al- 
liance of all nations on the American 
continent, an alliance which would pool 
their military forces, naval and land, for 
defense against monarchial 
aggression, 
is what President Wilson ¡neant by what 
he said when dealing with pan-Ameri- 
canism in his recent annual message to 
congress. 
Owing to the fact that pan- 
Americanism has hitherto been merely a 
sentimental drawing together for busi- 
ness purposes, the larger significance of 
the president's remarks was generally 
lost. 


I am informed on excellent authority 
that steps have already been taken to- 
ward the negotiation of a treaty with 
the Argentine, which would be joined by 
Brazil and Chile. 
Ambassador 
Romulo 
S. Naon, of Argentine, has taken the 
initiative in the matter, and T am told 
has made definite and authoritative pro- 
posals on behalf of his government 
to 
President W^ilson and our state depart- 
ment. 
These look to an arrangement by 


which the three South American repub- 
lics would pledge themselves to furnish 
800,000 men properly trained, for any de- 
fensive measures necessary to the main- 
tenance of the republican form of gov- 
ernment in the western hemisphree. The 
United States in return for the aid of 
this force would agree to furnish m\ini- 
tions necessary to arm and equip that 
number and Some arrangement would be 
worked out by which the A. B. C. coun- 
tries Avould, if attacked, have aid from 
our navy. 


The combined 
armies of the A. B. C. 
countries are considerably 
larger 
in 
numbers than the .pr^ent staJiding army 
of the United States, while their com- 
bined naval forces muster four of the 
latest" type dreadnaughts, six older bat- 
tleships, a number of cruisers and a 
large flotilla of destroyers and torpedo 
boats, 
with a few submarines 
and 
auxiliary craft, li added to the United 
State-s navy the combined forces would 
be second only to the British navy in 
size and strength. 


Eventually 
the 
treaty 
agreements 
which it is expected will be worked out 
in the near future will go to the senate 
for ratification, and at that time the de- 
tails would naturally be more fully dis- 
cus-sed. The presitlent, meantime, wants 
congress to be giving serious thought to 
the matter.

Burleson Discusses Eifect 
of War in His Annual 
Report. 


Washington, Dec. 13—Postmaster Gen- 
oval Burleson's annual report says the 
European war has 
cost the American 
postal service $21,000,000 but that econ- 
omies of the administration have re- 
duced the audited deficit to a little more 
than $11,000,000 for the fiscal year which 
ended last June. 
Considerations of ser- 
vice, tlie report says, were placcd'above 
all others and notwithstanding adverse 
rcvenuf conditions, expansion and im- 
proveinent of postal facilities continued. 
Had it not l>een for -(iconomical reorgan- 
i;:atioii begun before the war started 
iUid continued since, tlie postmaster gen- 
eral says the audited dcficit would liavc 
been at least $24,000,000. Of the total 
dc'tk'it,' however, his analysis of the de- 
purtuieufs linances dcclar-es that all but 
¡1 little more than $300,000 Avas the re- 
tuit oi" increases of postal salaries and 
additional railway raaiï pay required by 
law. 


Cliief among recommendations to con- 
gitBS arc a renewal of previoiui propos- 
als for a change from the w<>ight to the 
t.jjacc basis of fixing paj-^ to the railroads 
for carrying mail: a renewal of recom- 
ni(Dflations for government 
ownership 
of telegraph« and t-elephones; removal of 
tlio four pound limit on first class mail; 
p.nd the adoption of more liberal limi- 
tât ion:< on the weight and insurance of 
piucol post packages. 


The greatest expansion in tho post- 
cffice. the report shows, was in the jiar- 
ool jjost. 
Sitatistics gathered from 
fifty 
principal postoffices show it to he half of 
all the postal business, and that nioj-e 
tJian a, billion parcels are being tran.s- 
ported every 
year. 
Before the parcel 
post was established not more than one- 
fi'urth that number were bandied. 
1 he 
Rnioxmt of postage collected from 
that 
source approached $2,000,000, during the 
first 
fifteen 
days of October this year 
alone. 


While the war has crippled the money 
order system it has boomed the postal 
savings banks. 
The number of deposi- 
tors and the amount deposited exceeded 
any year since the banks were estab- 
lished. More than a half million depos- 
itors were on the books a t the end of 
Juiie, 1915, a gain of a5 per cent, for the 
year and they had on deposit 
nearly 
¿>66,000,000, a gain of more than 50 per 
c n t . 
The increases in deposits in some 
cities was remarkable. 
They increased 
in New York, 199 per cent; Bridgeport, 
Ckmn., 183 per cent.; Brooklyn, Iti" per 
cent.; Paterson, 162 per cent.; Jersey 
City, 122 per cent.; Detroit, 112 per cent. 
Other cities showed gains ranging from 
50 to 100 per cent. 
Of all the deposi- 
tors, more than 58 per cent, were foreign 
born and they had more than 71 per 
cent, of the total deposits. 
The figures 
are represented as showing plainly the 
fît traction of tho postal banks to tlie im- 
migrant. 


Tbe activities of the postofTlce dei)art- 
ment in suppressing fraudulent use of 
tiic mails are unabated. The report says 
the department is working in close co- 
operation with those .interested in pvn i- 
fying advertising columns and that dur- 
ing the year 57 concerns or persoiis were 
banished from the mails and 1,900 lot- 
teries were barred out. 


The subject of railway mail ))ay, which 
is one of spirited controversy between 
the postoflRce department and the rail- 
ways, the postmaster 
general's report 
tVeats a t length. It describes the situa- 
tion as acute and urgent, pressing for im- 
mediate adjustment, but expresses re- 
p e t that the railway mail reorganiza- 
tion bill was killed in the last congress.

Washington, Dec. 13.—Early 
enlarge- 
ment of the membership of the rnter- 
.state commerce commission, with statu- 
tory power to act through subdivisions, 
and "appropriate and adequate" legisla- 
tion for control over railway capitaliza 
tion were among the important recom- 
mendations made to congress today ii. 
the commission's annual report. 


The commission suggested 
that 
it 
sliould have express authority of law t( 
have access to the letter files of carriers; 
that the use of steel cars in passenger 
trains be required and that the use in 
passenger trains of wooden care between 
or in front of steel cars bo prohibite<l 
It was recommended that the minimum 
penalty for violations of tho hours of 
strvice act be fixed a t a fine of $100 
and that provision be made that all ac- 
tions relating to transportation charges 
should be brought within three years. 


For the fiscal year which ended Juno 
SO last, the commission spent $3,933,925, 
including $2,131,925 for physical valua- 
tion work. 
Its estimates for the year 
which begins July 1; next, already have 
been submitted to congress. 


Physical Valuation. 


The report is largely devoted to pre- 
senting the commission's work for the 
year. 
Under physical valuation Avork it 
reports that since June there have been 
12 roadway and track parties in the field 
in each of five districts into which the 
country has been divided and that 
their 
total average has been about 4,000 miles 
per montli. 
By January 1, the report 
snys surveys of nearly 50,000 miles of 
railroad will virtually be completed. The 
total railroad mileage of the country is 
put at 250,000 and the report says that 
200,000 .miles left at the beginning of 
the year should be surveyed, in the four 
following years under the present ar- 
rangement. 


"It is doubtful" it adds, "if under the 
present oi-ganization, work can be pros- 
ecuted more rapidly than it is now pro- 
ceeding." 


The report states that the survey of 
7,500 miles of the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific will be completed by January 
1, with the exception of a few hundred 
miles in the south. 
Surveys of the Bos- 
ton & Maine also will be completed this 
year. Before applying the test of .actual 
cost to roads, however, the report de- 
clares that much more information must 
be obtained and has determined to defer 
the application of prices and the final 
statement in dollars of the cost of re- 
production anew. 


"It should be noted," explains the re- 
port, "that this will not involve delay 
in the final completion of the work, 
since as soon as the application of prices 
can be properly begun, the work can be 
S]iecdily brought up." 


Regarding 
Accidents 


The commission expresses gratification 
at the docrca.se in the number of colli- 
sions, but says that individual instances 
of unsafe operating methods and viola- 
tion of rules "are still too numerous." 
It suggests a -standardization of operat- 
ing^ rules to assure safety of railway 
travel, to be obtained 
through federal 
legislation. 
It shows that derailments 
ha^e been on the increase and that in 
1915 there were 3,5.'?8 collisions and 6,849 
derailments, compared •\Tith 5,042 colli- 
sions and 3,633 derailments in 1902. 


"1Vack i-onditions which are unsafe 
for the operation of trains at the rate 
of speed permitted are too common,'' 
snys the report. 
"In spvoral of the de- 
railments investigated the track condi- 
tions were foimd to be so bad as to be 
actually unsafe for the passage of trains 
even at moderate speed, yet no special 
speed re.strictions were in force, and it 
Avas common practice for trains t o be 
operated at imsafc 
speed over such 
track." 


Tho commission suggests the need of 
definite information as t« the physical 
properties of M'heels, raila and otlier ma- 
terials used in track and equipment and 
the strains and stresses Ih^y are reqtiir- 
od to sustain in service. 
Derailments 
caused bj' malicious 
tampering 
with 
track or switches arc reported to be on 
the increase and present a problem dif- 
ficult to solve, better jjoliciiig of tracks 
nnd a rigi<l enforcement of trespass laws 
being suggested as remedies. 


Up to June 30 plans for 418 autpmatic 
train control' devices had been presented 
to the commission for examinatiofn, t>f 
Avhich 342 had been examined and 251 
found impracticable and crude and • 25 
found possessed of meritorious features 
but requiri'd further development before 
i'cing entitled to serious consideration. 
The block system of operation is de- 
clared to have proven its superiority over 
any other. 


The report contains a report of the 
important court decisions affectings find- 
ings of the commission.

Greek Port Reaping Rich 
Rewards Purveying 
to Allies. 


CMls Attack on Ancona 
Inhumane and Barbarom 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.-^With the 
jioming of the armies landed by the al- 
lies for the aid of the hard-pressed Ser- 
vians, the tradesmen of the Ghreek port, 
Saloniki, say the reports from the near 
cast haVe flourished as seldom before, 
tmd Dunm^, Jew and Greek are said 
to have foimd this stage of the world- 
vrar a special windfall for themselves. 
Wealth is very imevenly distributed in 
this little port, where Greek, Jew and 
Bulgar 
have 
been 
held 
to 
poverty 
through years of Turkish administration. 
There is, however, one very rich clique 
in Saloniki, which is described in the 
following war primer just issued by the 
National Greographic society: 


'First among Saloniki's 
citizens 
of 
wealth, who are noj? enjoying the oppor- 
tunity of purveying in wholesale quanti- 
ties to French and British soldiers, are 
the Dunmehs, a sect, or rather a com 
munity peculiar to the city. 
They are 
Jews, who, the stranger is told, have 
been converted to Mohammedanism. Just 
how successful their conversion really 
was no one knows, but there is an in- 
teresting legend which embodies the tra- 
ditions of their establishment. The story, 
is that some centuries ago a certain Jew 
of Saloniki, Sabatai Sevi by name, be- 
came convinced that he was the Saviour 
prophesied for his race. 
He declared 
himself to his people in Saloniki as their 
long-awaited r^eemer, and soon won a 
strong and enthusiastic following. 
The 
Turkish sultan, unwilling that redeem- 
ers should flourish under the crescent, or 
that a dangerous fanatic power the more 
should develop under his 
sway, 
had 
Sabatai Sevi arrested and brought be- 
fore him at Constantinople. 
The story 
of the reformer found no favor at the 
palace, and he was given the alternative 
of death or conversion to Mohammedan- 
ism with his entire flock. The legend 
Concludes that he, and his, chose 
the 
Koran in preference to death. 


This formal conversion to Mohamme- 
danism has been the greatest commercial 
asset of the Dunmehs through 
many 
generations of successful trade at Sa- 
loniki. 
With all the business keeness 
of the Jew, they combined all of 
the 
privileges of the ruling 
Ottoman, and 
were thus among the most able traders 
within the Ottoman Empire. It has been 
said that they profess^ Mohammedan- 
ism merely for safety, and that they 
have continued their religion in secret. 
In any case, they are not fanatics, al- 
though through the years of Turkish rule 
of Saloniki they were accepted by the 
ruling races as co-religionists. 


"The richest people in Saloniki, they 
have jealously guarded whatever their 
secrets may be, and, in Turkish 
they have gone their way through cen- 
turies quietly and indtistriously amassing 
fortunes. They 
have not married but- 
side their own sect, nor sought beyond 
their fold for .oUier forms of social re- 
lationships. 
Their community keeps to 
itself, with its education, its social life» 
and its own SUCCMS. For many years, 
these people throve by sub-letting rights 
to gather tiths for the government 
at 
Constantinople. 
Today, with their ad- 
vantage of wealth, they form a most ex- 
clusive cast of Saloniki contractMrs and 
merchants."

Washington, Dec. 13.—The complete 
text of the America note to Austria- 
Hungary regardii^ the sinking of the 
Italian liner Ancona, in which American 
lives were lost, is as follows: 


"The Secretary of State to Ambassa- 
dor Penfield: 


"Department .of 
State, Washington, 
Dec. 6, 1915.—Please deliver a' note to 
the minister of foreign affairs, textually 
as follows: 


"Reliable information obtained from 
American and other survivors who were 
passengers on the 
steamship 
Ancona 
shows that on November 7 a submarine 
flying the Austro-Hungarian flag fired a 
solid shot toward the steamship; that 
thereupon the Ancona attempted to es- 
cape, but being overhauled by the sub- 
marine she stopped; that after a brief 
period and before the crew and passen- 
gers were all able to take to the boats, 
the submarine fired a number of shells 
at the vessel and finally torpedoed and 
sank her while there were yet 
many 
persons on board; and that by gunfire 
and foundering of the vessel, a large 
number of persons lost their lives, or 
were seriously- injured, among 
whom 
Were citizens of the United States. 


"The public statement of the Austro- 
Hungarian admiralty has been brought 
tc the attention of the government of 
the United States and received carefvd 
consideration. 
This statement substan- 
tially confirms the principal declaration 
of the survivors, as it admits that the 
Ancona, after being shelled, was tor- 
pedoed and sxmk while persons were still 
on board. 


"The Austro-Hugarian government has 
been advised through the correspondence 
which has passed between the United 
States and Germany of the attitude of 
the government of the United States as 
to the use of submarines in attacking 
vessels of commerce and the acquiescence 
of Germany in that attitude, yet witif 
full kowledge on the part of the Austro- 
Hungarian government of the views of 
tho government of the United States 
as expressed in no uncertain terms to the 
ally 
of 
Austria-Hungary, 
the 
com- 
mander of 
the 
submarine 
which 
at- 
tacked the Ancona failed to put in a 
place of safety the crew and paassengers 
or the vessel which they purposed to de- 
stroy because, it is presumed, of the im- 
possibility of taking, it into port as a 
prize of war. 


"The government of the United States 
considers that the commander violated 
the principles of international law and 
of humanity by shelling and torpedoing 
thfc Ancona before tlM persons on board 
had been put in a place of safety or even 
given sufficient time to leave the vessel. 
•The conduct of the commander can only 
be characterized as wanton slaughter of 
defenseless non-combatants, since at the 
time when tho vessel was shelled and 
torpedoed she was not, it appears, re- 
sisting or attempting to escape; and no 
other reason is sufficient to excuse such 
an attack, not even the possibility of 
Usscue. 


"The government of the United States 
is forced therefore, to conclude either 
that the commander of the submarine 
acted in violation of the instructions or 
that the imperial and ro/al government 
failed to issue instnictitms to the com- 
manders of its snbmarines in accordance 
with the law of Nations and the princi- 
ples of humanity. 
The governnjent of 
the United States is unwilling to be- 
lieve the latter alternative and to credit 
the Austro-Hungarian government witíi 
an intention to permit its submarines 
to destroy the Uves of helpless men, 
women and children. 
It prefers t«^ be- 
lieve that the commander of the subma- 
rine permitted this outrage without au- 
thority and contrary to the general or 
special instructions which he had, re- 
ceived. 


"As the good relations of the 
two 
countries must rest upon a common re- 
gard for law and humanity, the govern- 
ment of the United States cannot be 
cxpéoted to do oéhérwlw than to demand 
that the imperial and roy,al government 
denounce the sinking of the Ancona as 
pn Illegal and indef«iMlble 
that the 
o; 


emment, appreciating the gravity of the 
case, will accede to its demand promptly; 
and it rests this expectation on the be- 
lief that the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment will not sanction or defend an act 
which is condemned by the world as in- 
humane and barbarous, which is abhor- 
lent to all civilized nations, and which 
has caused the death of innocent Amer- 
ican citizens.

"The editors of the big German-Ameri- 
can newspapers played to the nativity, 
not the loyalty, of their readers. 


"I am proud of m y own German blood 
and I do not blame any German-Ameri- 
can, Italian-American or Irish-American 
for having a warm spot in his heart for 
the land of his birth. 


"But he must always remember that 
he came to this country because it of- 
fered better opportunities for freedom 
and prosperity than the land he left be- 
hind him. 


"Tlie German propagandist's plea that 
just because a man lives in a country ia 
no reason why he should not remain 
loyal to his 'fatherland' is a dangerous 
doctrine, capable of 
understanding ail 
loyalty to the a4opted land. 


" 'Hyphenism' is distinctly an American 
product. 
In no other great country in 
tlie world will you find it. It has been 
bred by the enormous rush of immigra- 
tion and the machinations of American 
politicians. 


"In m y own- experience in politics I 
have found that in making up a ticket 
we always have to consider the nativity 
of the voters. 
One man must be nomin- 
ated because he will pull the German 
vote, another because Tie is popular with 
tlie Italians. 


"Such political juggling is a danger 
signal that all good Americans 
should 
heed. 


"We have not heeded it in tlie past 
and now we are reaping the Avhirlwind! 


"The Loyal American league early in 
the war saw the danger and started out 
to combat it. 
W e now have 
10,000 
nemes on our membership rolls, although 
our campaign has been conducted quiefly 
and without any rich subsidy. 


"I do riot think more than a small per- 
centage of our foreign born arc dis- 
loyal. 


"Nevertheless, as congress 
opens its 
session there is grave danger of the pas- 
sage of most stringent immigration laws, 
it every man of foreign birth in the 
United' States does not make his loy- 
alty so obvious that no one will dare at- 
tempt to bar others who may wi.sh to 
c<mie here from his native land."

^^^Jatever the future holds for Greece 
her effort to clear her position toward 
the belligerents seemingly disposes of 
any idea that the allied forces on Greek 
territory are to occupy a privileged po- 
sitifm with anything in the nature of 
open Greek support. 
The Greek army 
at Salonika is to be reduced immedi- 
ately in numbers to assure liberty of 
action to the entente troops there. 
At 
the same time Greek soldiers along the 
railway will be withdrawn to avoid com- 
plications whenever Germane, Austrians 
or Bulgarians enter Greek territory. 


In the other fields of activity there 
pre few developm-ents of large import- 
ance.

1'card that readers disbelieve whatever 
they think cannot be true. 


Of course, newspapers wake mistakes. 


Exigencies of time and space make them 
unavoidable. 
Inexpert 
reporters occa- 


sionally get things hopelessly snarled. 


Hut the chief cause of misrepresenta- 


tion in newspapers is the inability of the 
person interviewed to say 
what 
he 


means. One of the must difficult things 
a reporter has to deal with is precisely 
tliis inarticulateness of almost every per- 
son. 
People misrepresent themselves, ill 


the heat of excitement perhaps, and say 
things they do not mean. For most of 
thv statements made to newspaper men 
are begot of some crisis or other. People 
talk not only bad 
grammar but bad 


sense. But. in the cold light of the break- 
fast table they are not emotional. They 
do not remember saying such things; 
they never said such things: they have 
been misquoted. 


Every newspaper ofliee is acquainted 


with persons who are misquoted every 
time they open their mouths—or they 
say so. If a stenographer 
took 
down 


the words in shorthand the result would 
bo the same. These persons simj'ly fail 
tu express themselves clearly, 
, 


As a matter of fact the most exper- 


ienced, newspaper inen 80 misquote, al- 
most daily. They turn ungrainmatieal 
sentences into sentences which approxi- 
mate the rules of speech, and they ;'re 
inclined to modify rather than *"•< •"''• 
alb.e the words of the victim. For most 
of these interviewed pers-ms are 
( ' M i i i < >y 


unprovticed in expressing their opinions 
for reproduction. They exaggerate and 
they omit. They make libetotis state- 
ments, just as any one does in private 
conversation. And the reporter, lie-cause 
his livelihood depends on his accuracy, 
is oflon compelled to write what he 
thinks the speaker means rather than 
precisely what he has said. 


Men who are constantly in tin1 news- 


papers usually learn how to be inter- 
viewed. 
These men are almost, never 


"misquoted," because they watch each 
word as it is uttered.

Publication of the official text of the American note to Austria- 


Hungary rgearding the submarine attack on the Italian liner, Ancona, 
in which American lives were lost, disclosed the face that Secretary 
Lansing made use of more emphatic terms than any which have been 
employed in American representations to belligerents heretofore. 
Th« shelling of the steamship is denounced as inhumane, barbarous 
and a wanton slaughter of helpless men, women and children, and 
demand is made for prompt disavowal of the act, punishment of the 
submarine commander and reparation by the payment of indemnity 
for the killing and injury of innocent American citizens. 


But if Secretary Lansing's note seems severe in terms, it should 


be recalled that the provocation was of unusual character. War- 
fare recognizes the capture and sinking of merchantmen of a foe as 
legitimate, and in a sense those who board the craft of a country at 
war voluntarily assume a personal risk. There could have scarcely 
been ground for. complaint had the Ancona's passengers and crew been 
provided \vith means of escape or permitted to use those at hand be- 
fore the liner was sent down. But some two or three hundred-per- 
ished, among them several Americans. The case is perculiarly ag- 
gravated by the fact that tho Ancona was leaving and not entering 
an Italian port. It could not have been suspected of transporting 
either men, munitions or supplies in aid of its country with which 
Austria-Hungary is at war. It was carrying men, women and chil- 
dren away from the scene of conflict. 


Despite the acuteness of the situation, it is hardly to be imagined 


that Austria will fail to disavow the act of her officer. The delay in 
response to earlier American inquiries, it is quite possible, is due to 
the announced failure of Vienna to secure from its commander a sat- 
isfactory report on the affair. Austria will scarcely choose to bear 
bclwrc the world the onus of a stand of refusing to disavow.

Horses, which jji pre- 
vious wars and in civilian life, would 
be destroyed at once, arc -treated so 
successfully that in due course they bc- 
romc fit for military duty in the firing 
line. H is interesting to note that of

"The men work under the most trying

ply of horses diminished at the firing 
line.

Washington, Doc. 13.—A political al- 


liance of »H nation* on the American 
continent, an alliance which would pool 
their military forces, naval and land, for 
defense againftt monarehial aggression, 
in what President Wilson meant by what 
he said when dealing with pan-Ameri- 
canism in his recent annual message, to 
congress. Owing to the fact that pan- 
Amoricanism has hitherto been merely a 
sentimental drawing together for busi- 
ness purposes, the larger significance of 
the president's remarks was generally 
lost. 


1 am informed on excellent authority 


that steps have already been taken to- 
ward the negotiation of a treaty with 
the Argentine, which would be joined by 
Brazil and Chile. Ambassador Romulo 
S. Niion, of Argentine, has taken the 
initiative in the mutter, and f am told 
has made definite and authoritative pro- 
posals on behalf of his government 
to 


President Wilson and our state depart- 
ment. These look to an arrangement by 


which the three South American repub- 
lics would pledge themselves to fnrnisl 
SOO.OOO men properly trained, for any <le 
Tensive measures necessary to the main- 
tenance of the republican form of gov- ' 
ernmcnt in the western hemisphrw. The 
United States in return for (ho aid of 
this force would agree to furnish muni- 
tions necessary to arm and equip that 
number and some arrangement would be 
•worked out by which the A. B. 0. coun- 
tries would, if attacked, hav« aid from 
our navy. 


The combined armies of the A. B. C, 


countries are considerably 
larger 
in 


numbers than the present standing army 
of the United SUtei, while their com- 
bined naval forces muster four of the 
latest type drcadnaugbt*, si* older bat- 
tleships, a number of cruisers and 
a 


large flotilla of destroyers and torpedo 
boats, 
with a few submarines and 


auxiliary craft. 
If added to the, United 


JStatcs navy the combined forces would 
he second only to the British navy in 
size, and strength.

which it is expected will he worked out 
in the nenr future will go to the senate 
for ratification, and at that time the de- 
tails would naturally he more fully dis- 
cussed.

Madison, Wis., Dec. 13— The old time 


fight of evolution against the Garden of 
Eden is being restaged at the Univcr- 
s'ty of Wisconsin. 


Associate IWessor Max Charles Otto 


for several 
years has been giving a 


course entitled, "The. Relation of Man 
to Nature." It is "Philosophy -J5" to 
the students. 
One hundred and lifty 


to two hundred students take the course 
every ycnr. 


'•Philosophy 25" is really a study of 


the quarrel between 
Darwin and the 


theologians. The origin of man and his 
destiny are discussed from the stand- 
point of science and philosophy. The firs' 
diaoter in th* Bible » read and oom 


lared with the evolutionary theory. The 
arguments for the belief in DoH 
are 


studied. The philosophical problem 
of 


whether the world was specially created 
is considered. Evolution is debated. The 
writings of many of the most famous 
scientists and philosophers are read by 
the students. 
According • to an outline 


of the course obtained at the university, 
the arguments for and against evolution 
are set forth. 


For several j'ears it has been a sub- 


ject of criticism. 
The "university paSj, 


tors," the. ministers employed by the 
various xlenominations to look a fter the 
religious needs of the students, protested 
against the course" some time ago. The 
matter was hushed up. 


Then last February tliu Rev. J. W. 


Morgan, the university pastor employed 
by the Baptists, took "Philosophy 25." 
At the end of the session Mr. Morgan 
wrote a letter to President Van Hise 
protesting against the continuance of 
the course. The matter has been pend- 
ing for months without settlement. Tt 
has gone beyond the campus, and be- 
comes an issue in the Madison churches.

European war has 
cost the American 


postal service $21,000.0110 but that econ- 
omics of the administration have re- 
duced the audited deficit to a little more 
thun $11,000,000 for the fiscal year which 
ended last June. .Considerations of ser 
vice, the report says, wvre placed above 
all others and notwithstanding adverse 
rcvenne conditions, expansion ami im 
prc.vcnicnt of postal facilities continued. 
Had it not been for economical reorgan 
i::itti<m begun before tho war started 
uiul continued since, the postmaster gen- 
eral says the audited d-clicit would have 
l?ecn at. least $24,000,000. 
Of Hie total 


deficit, however, his analysis of the de- 
partment's finances declares that all but 
H little more than $300,000 was tho rc- 
eult of increases of postal salaries and 
additional railway mail pay required by 
law. 


Chief nmong recommendations to con- 


gress are a renewal of previous propos- 
als for a change from the weight to the 
*.)ince basis of fixing pay to the railroads 
for carrying mail; ft renewal of recom- 
mendations for government ownership 
of telegraphs and telephones; removal of 
tlir four pound limit on first class mail: 
cud the adoption of more liberal limi- 
tations on the weight and insurance of 
parcel post packages.. 


The greatest expansion in tho post- 


oflice, the report showg, wag in the pur- 
«•] jxist. Statistics (fathered from fifty 
principal postoffiecg show It to be half of 
nil the postal business, and that more 
than a billion parcels are being trans- 
ported every year. Beforn tho parcel 
post was established not mor« than one- 
fourth that number were handled. The 
nmount of postage collected from that 
source approached $2,000,000, during the 
first fifteen days of October this year 
alone. 


While the war has crippled the money 


order system it hog boomed the postal 
savings hanks. Tho number of deposi- 
tors and th« amount deposited exceeded 
any year since the banks wore estab- 
lished. More than a half million depos- 
itors were on tho books at the end of 
.Tune, 1015, a gain of 35 per cent, for the 
year and they had on deposit nearly 
$00,000,000, a gain of more than fiO per 
cent. The increases in deposits in some 
cities was remarkable. 
They increased 


in New York, 10!) per cent; Bridgeport, 
Conn., 183 per cent.; Brooklyn, lii7 per 
cent.; Patcrson, 162 per cent.; Jersey 
City, 122 per cent.; Detroit, 112 per cent. 
Other cities showed gains ranging from 
5(1 to lOO^per cent. Of all tho deposi 
tors, more than 58 per cent, were foreign 
liorn and they had more than 71 per 
cent, of the total deposits. The figures 
are represented as showing plainly the 
itttraction of the postal banks to the im- 
migrant.

By January 1, the report 
says surveys of nearly 50,000 miles of 
railroad will virtually be completed.

Hungary regarding the sinking of the 
Italian lin«r Ancona, in which American 
lives were lost, is as follows: 


"The Secretary of State to Ambassa- 


dor Pcnfleld: 


"Department of State, Washington, 


Dec. 0, 1915.—Please deliver a note to 
the minister of foreign affairs, textually 
ai follows: 


".Reliable information obtained from 


American and other survivors who were 
passengers on tho steamship Ancona 
shows that on November 7 a submarine 
living the Austro-Hungmrian flag fired a 
solid shot toward the steamship; that 
thereupon tho Ancona attempted to es- 
cape, but being overhauled by the sub- 
marine she stopped; that after a brief 
•oriod and before the crew and pansen- 
ers were all able to take to the boats, 


submarine flred a number of shells 


t tho vessel and finally torpedoed and 
ink her while there were yet many 
wrsons on board; and that by gunfire 
nd foundering of the vessel, a large 
umber of persona lost their lives, or' 
ere seriously injured, among whom 
ere citizens of tho United State*. 
"The public statement of the Aiutao- 
rungarlan admiralty hai been brought 
c the attention of the government of 
10 United States and received careful 
insideration. This statement tubstan- 
ally confirms the principal declaration 
f the survivors, as it admits that the 
tacona, after being shelled, was tor- 
pedoed and sunk while person* were still 
n board. 
"The .Auctro-Hugarian government has

The conduct of the commander can only 
.ic characterized as wanton slaughter of 
defenseless non-combatants, since at the 
time when the vessel was shelled and 
torpedoed she was not, it appears, re- 
sisting or attempting to escape; and no 
other reason is sufficient to excuse such 
an attack, not even the possibility of 
rescue. 


The government of tho United States 


is forced therefore, to conclude either 
that the commander of the submarine 
noted in violation of the instructions or 
that tho imperial and royal government 
failed to issue" instructions to the com- 
manders of its submarines in accordance 
with tho law of nations and tho princi- 
ples of humanity. The government of 
the United States is __ unwilling to be- 
lieve the latter alternative and to credit 
the Austro-Himgarian government with 
an intention to permit its submarines 
to destroy the lives of helpless men, 
women and children. It prefers tS .be- 
lieve that the commander of the subma- 
rine permitted this outrage without au- 
thority and contrary to the general or 
specini instructions which he had re- 
ceived. 


"As the good relations of the two 


countries must rest upon a common re 
p.-ird for law and humanity, the govern 
rnent of tho United States cannot be 
expected tp do otherwise than to demand 
that tlie imperial and royal government 
denounce the sinking of tho Ancona as 
r-.n illegal and indefensible act; that the 
officer who perpetrated the deed be pun 
islied; and ihat reparation by the pay- 
ment of an indemnity bo made for the 
citizens of tho United States, who were 
killed or injured by tho attack on the 
vtssel. 
"The government of tho United States 


i cxoccts that the Aust.ro-Hunsrari&n 


eminent, appreciating the gravity of the 
case, will accede to its demand promptly; 
and it rests this expectation on the be- 
lief that tho Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment will not sanction or defend an act 
which is condemned by the world as in- 
humane and barbarous, which is abhor- 
rent to all civilized nations, and which 
his caused the death of innocent Amer- 
ican citizens.
